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6 This act modifies the Criminal Code by amending the offense of giving false information to

7 a peace officer to include the specific offense of giving the name or identification of another

8 person.

16 as to [his] the person's identity, birth date, or place of residence, [he] the person knowingly gives

17 a false name, birth date, or address to a peace officer in the lawful discharge of [his] the peace

18 officer's official duties.

19 (2)  A person commits a class A misdemeanor if, with the intent of misleading a peace

20 officer as to the person's identity, birth date, or place of residence, the person knowingly or

21 intentionally gives the name, birth date, or address of another person to a peace officer in the

22 lawful discharge of the peace officer's official duties.
